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■Two-way race 1 predicted for upcoming election

It’s dejavu. 

At least three of four par¬ 
ties in June’s provincial elec¬ 
tion will be represented by 
the same candidates that ran 
in the February byelection 
in Niagara Falls. 

And NDP MPP Wayne 
Gates is predicting a similar 

“I think it’s going to be a 
two-way race between the 
NDP and the PCs,” said 
Gates. 

The former Niagara Falls 
city councillor, who spent 
the last eight weeks repre¬ 
senting the riding at Queen’s 
Park, will once again face off 


against PC candidate Bart 

Gates edged out Maves, a 
former Niagara Falls MPP, by 
39.4% to 36.8% of the votes. 

Maves will once again be 
the Ontario PC candidate. 

Liberal candidate Joyce 
Morocco has said she will 
not take another run. 

Morocco, a Niagara Falls 
city councillor, finished third 
with 19.4% of the votes dur¬ 
ing the Feb. 13 byelection. 

Gates said he believes it 
will be difficult for the 
Liberals to win support in a 
riding that feels the Grits 
have abandoned it. 

“When I take a look at the 
(Liberal government’s 
recently tabled) budget, 
what’s in it for Niagara?” 


Gates asked rhetorically. 
"There is no mention of GO 
for Niagara. There is no real 
plan for jobs down here.” 

He said since being sworn 
in on Feb. 24, he has taken 
“Niagara issues to Queen’s 
Park and not Queen’s Park 
issues to Niagara. 

“I’m going to continue to 
make sure everybody knows 
the province of Ontario 
doesn’t stop at Burlington.” 

Gates said he realizes he 
has not been at Queen’s Park 
for long, but he hopes the 
sneak peek of his actions has 
provided constituents with 
enough for them to give him 
another go. 

“When the byelection was 
called, a lot of people in Fort 
Erie and Niagara-on-the- 


Lake didn’t know Wayne 
Gates as well (as Niagara 
Falls residents). It’s only 
been eight weeks, but I’ve 
shown that I work extremely 
hard. I’m passionate and 
when I say I'm going to do 
something, I do it.” 

Maves said every election 
has its own dynamics and 
this time, voters will also be 
looking at province-wide 
issues and how the result in 
their riding could impact the 
future of Ontario. 

He said residents can’t 
afford the Liberal record of 
huge deficits and debt, nor 
can they trust the NDP. 

’’The NDP has voted for 
97% of Liberal bills the last 
three years,” said Maves. 

’’The NDP does not repre¬ 


sent a change in direction. 
They represent more of the 

Clarke Bitter, who finished

May 5 marks Hunger 
Awareness Week, a time when 
food banks across Canada raise 
awareness of the hunger issue 
in Canada by holding events 
and telling the stories of the 

And there is no shortage of 
stories to teU. In March 2013, 
close to 833,000 people in 
Canada turned to a food bank 
because they were hungry, 36% 
of which were children. 

The number of people rely¬ 
ing on food banks is a clear 
message that our country is 
experiencing a national crisis. 
Our response is charity, an ever 
growing number of volunteers 
working in food banks across 
Canada, but it's not the answer 
Don't get me wrong, I com¬ 
mend the work food banks are

doing, but an honest conversa¬ 
tion would acknowledge rt ts a 
band-aid approach, not a solu- 

Hunger is about poverty. It is 
low wage jobs and pensions, 
inadequate social assistance 
and disability rates, illness and 


addiction that bring people to 
food banks. 

People relying on charity for 
food don't want to be passive 
recipients of charity either just 
ask them. They appreciate the 
assistance they receive, but 
they would much rather have 
their dignity restored and be 
able to go to the grocery store to 
buy their own food. 

So if charity isn'tthe solution, 

Overcoming hunger requires 
multiple strategies and sup¬ 
portive communities that have 
a long term view. 

People need the skills to pre¬ 
pare and grow healthy foods 
and shop healthy on a budget 

community garden and a com¬ 
munity kitchen so these skills 
can be nurtured. And that's just 


the beginning. Food is always 
about more than food. 

When these things are in 
place great things begin to hap¬ 
pen. People become engaged, 
relationships develop and 


begin to mobilize around the 
issues that are of concern to 
them and these conditions set 
the stage for larger system 
changes. 

The big changes, like chang¬ 
es to public policy, require a 
new way of thinking and the 
philosophical buy-in and sup¬ 
port of the masses. 

We need to move beyond 
programs that mitigate the 
effects of poverty and invest in 
people up front so they can be 
lilted out of poverty. And if you 
think we can't afford it, think 


Poverty has a hefty price tag 
when you begin to add up the 
consequences it has on the 
health care and criminal justice 
systems and lost productivity, 
between 79 and 95 billion dol¬ 
lars a year according to Canada 
Without Poverty. 

Policy consultant, John 
Stapleton, estimates it would 
cost approximately 30 billion to 
move everyone in poverty 
above the poverty line. This 
upstream approach would 
result in a 42 billion savings in 
health care expenses alone. 

Eliminating poverty is no 
longer just a moral imperative; 
it is also an economic one.

A legal decision in 
Michigan in July of 2005 
could have a big influence on 
our Great Lakes shoreline 
access in Ontario. 

The Michigan Supreme 
Court ruled that there could 
be no fences on any of that 
state's 5,000 km of Great 
Lakes shoreline. Further, 
they ruled that the public had 
walking rights (right of pas¬ 
sage) on all of their shores on 
Lakes Superior, Michigan, 
Huron and Erie. The deci¬ 
sion was later affir med by the 
US Supreme Court 
You may ask 'So what, 
that's the U.S. and how can it 

Well, it just might for a 
number of reasons. 

We share the same shores 
and have similar legal sys¬ 
tems evolved from British 
Common Law. 

Some of the arguments in 
the Michigan case were 
based on British laws that 
have their roots in Roman 
Law from 2,000 years ago. 
Just think. If you are walking 
on a Michigan beach and

He introduced a Right of 
Passage bill 4 times and it 
seemed to have good all party 
support but in each case time 
ran out before it could be 
passed into law.

In Niagara, if you 
weren’t Roman 
Catholic you were 
Anglican. 

My Plato ancestors 
were of Palatine 
German descent. They 
were of Lutheran back¬ 
ground. 

No Lutheran preach¬ 
ers in Niagara in 1812. 
My forebears Peter 
James and Catharine 
(Bowen) Plato in the 
early 1800s had their 
children baptized at St. 
Paul’s Anglican church 
in Fort Erie.

Almost everyone then 
was an Anglican. 

No Baptists or other 
denominations back 
then. 

An itinerant Anglican 
minister would arrive 
at a church in Niagara,

would return. 

Anglican Padre Mike 
Peterson’s research 
said, “Only a handful 
of Anglican parishes 
dotted Upper Canada 
when hostilities 
between Great Britain 
and the United States 
commenced in 1812.” 

Peterson said that 
the Anglican Church

survived as best it could in 
Upper Canada as there was 
always short of trained 
clergy. 

I thought about the sol¬ 
diers stationed at Fort Erie. 

Most of them were of 
British descent and thus 
probably of the Anglican 
faith. 

Was there an Anglican 
chaplain at the fort? 

Yes. In a sense. 

Here in Upper Canada, 
only a handful of army 
chaplains, all Anglicans, 
were available to support 
the military. 

They included Rev. G. 
Stuart, Rev. John Srtrachn 
and in Niagara the Rev. 
Robert Addison. 

Addison was present in 
Fort Erie, Bertie, and 
Willougby townships and 
Fort George. 

He met with the local 
families including loyalists 
such as Bowen, MillerPlato 
and Wintemutes all of 
Bertie Township. Peterson 
says, “Later (these chap¬ 
lains) they would be joined 
by military chaplains from 
Great Britain. He added, “ 
... each chaplain was 
responsible for several 
hundred soldiers and their 
families.” 

Bibles were available to 
the common soldier who 
could read at his barrack. 
Yes, God was present dur¬ 
ing the War but He needed 
more helpers. 

As time passed and the 
war ended an Anglican 
church was established in 
Fort Erie.

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Mental health challenge: stopping the stigma 



CHOOSE, BUT CHOOSE WISELY 

There is a famous movie line that goes “Choose, 
but you must choose wisely”. That should a be 
mantra for gardeners—choices must always be . .

“The workplace remains 
an issue, where talking 
about a mental health issue 
remains career suicide,” 
Kurzawa said. 

“Things are getting bet¬ 
ter, but we’re not there 
yet.” 

Most years, mental 
health week features sev¬ 
eral days of events held by 
local agencies to help 
reduce the stigma and pro¬ 
mote their missions. 

However, Katsof said, 
local agencies wanted to 
come together for a singu¬ 
lar event. 

But due to logistical rea¬ 
sons, it could not be pulled 
together for the official 
mental health week. 


Instead, most local agen¬ 
cies are coming together 
May 14 to hold a commu¬ 
nity forum at Sir Winston 
Churchill secondary 
school. Rower Natalie 
Mastracci, an Olympic sil¬ 
ver medalist, will give the 
keynote address and there 
will be interactive booths 
and exercises.

For years, it’s been a 
challenge for mental health 
organizations to talk about 
what they do and to advo¬ 
cate for those who suffer. 

The stigma surrounding 
mental illness of all kinds, 
from depression to bipolar 
disorders, made it difficult. 
Those with a mental illness 
often kept it to themselves 
for fear of being judged. 

But as it had with cancer 
decades ago, the stigma 
attached to mental illness 
is starting to change. 

“It’s getting better,” said 
Ellis Katsof, CEO of 
Pathstone Mental Health, 
Niagara’s mental health 
organization for children. 

“Things are real¬ 
ly starting to 
change from a 
public education 
and understand¬ 
ing perspective. 

It’s very exciting. 

We are seeing the 
most change in 
how we deal with 
mental health that 
I have seen since I 
started in this field 
in 1975.” 

GeorgeKurzawa, 
executive director 
of the Niagara 
branch of the

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 

Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be 
dangerous. Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with 
opioids, benzodiazepines and barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism 
(breakdown to active components), or the absorption of some drugs. Chronic alcohol 
intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of the effect it has 
on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing ita 
conversion to metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams 
of acetaminophen a day, especially if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of 
the damage it can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk 
of Gl bleeds. However, an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase 
your INR. If you change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 
Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed 
with alcohol to make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may 
experience low blood pressure, shortness of breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 
Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk 
of severe hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients 
should limit alcohol to an occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption 
because of the additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients 
have been known to aspirate their own vomit and die from intoxication. This could 
be more likely to happen if a person mixes alcohol with their sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new 
prescription and intend to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your 
physician or pharmacist if you are a chronic drinker. Even if you are not planning to 
drink while taking your prescription previous liver damage could affect how well you 
metabolize your medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.
